The Anucxation Movement. 

In Iho Olympia [W. T.] Tribune of 
Saturday is published the Annosation 
Petition, which a Boore or bo of people 
were thoughtloBs enoogh to address to 
Proeident GrauU The editor of the 
Tribune has evidently boon misled with 
regard to the mngnitudo of Ibis ludicrous 
movement. In bis introductory ro- 
' marks he BayB the petition 'has already 
received a long list of names, to which 
additions wore being daily made,' and 
adds, 'Not less than five hundred signa- 
tures, it is stated, will be obtained be- 
fore lh« memorial is forwarded to Wash" 
ington.' If the memorial does not 'go 
to Washington,* till it bears 'fivo hun- 
dred signalnres' it will not go in a burr}, 
as wo have excellent authority for say- 
ing that at the time the abortive, move* 
ment was abandoned the document bore 
, ooDfiiderably less than fifty signaturos. 
•It is interesting,' continues our conn 
temporary, 'as iudicativo of tho stale 
of leelinz in tho colony, and forjhis 
reason merits a careful perusal/ Here 
we agree with our oontemporary, and 
it ia mos'b satisfactory to have such 
evidence as this abortive movemout 
affords that tho 'feeling in the Colony' 
is by no means favorable to aunexa-! 
tion. Our contem;iorary was not, 
however, contenti with u fow pib- 
fatory remarks; bat faonoured ibo 
movement with a leading article, and 
promises to ' resume the subject at an 
early day.'

. 'jmidat, and bring upon^ the people of 
that coniitry a force oi fiiibubibro ,.i..>, 
under tho pretext of roleaaing the pris' 
oners, would really seek the overthrow 
of British dominion on this coast. Much 
as we desire the attainment of such an 
end, we should none the loss deplore the 
moans employed to gam it.' Wo com- 
mend the above to the serious attenliou 
of ' the ruling powers,' and earnosily 
exhort them to govern themselves ao«- 
cordingly. But, jesting apart, we do 
not regret the movement, furnishing, as 
it does, the most complete refutation 
of the assertion that there exists in this 
colony a very general foellog in lavor 
of annexation. No such feeling exiots, 
at least to any extent worthy o*' notice ; 
and the reason is obvious enough. Our 
ne%hbors have much for us to admire 
and imitate, but nothing wo need covet. 
Tboy enjoy nothing wo may not have, 
if wo possess the manliness to take it. 
Should, howovar, the Canadian Govern- 
ment attempt to treat us as they have done 
the Northwest Territory and put us off 
yrithout representative institutions, ibo 
ease may be very different. In that 
case we would not like to vouch for tbo 
loyalty, or rather the endurance of the 
colonists.
